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Road projects in 
jeopardy after 
fuel prices fall

Fuel prices are averaging 
$2.06 per gallon nationwide, 
a drop of $1.23 from one year 
ago, and with state road de¬ 
partments depending on a 
percentage of fuel sales to 
operate they’re being left 
with a shortfall, which could 
spell trouble for current and 
future road projects. 

Things like the bridge ap¬ 
proach and road extension in 
Hawesville depend on ex¬ 
pected fuel tax revenue, and 
with that revenue slowing 
down it could be in jeopardy 
of slowing down or being put 
on hold. 

Each gallon of fuel sold in 
Kentucky is taxed at both set 
and variable rates, with five 
cents per gallon being a set 
supplemental tax and nine 
percent of the average 
wholesale price being vari¬ 
able and calculated each 
quarter based on the aver¬ 
age wholesale price (AWP). 

Nine percent of much 
lower fuel prices means rev¬ 
enues are way down. 

The variable tax revenue 
changes as the AWP rises 
and falls, and the problem, 
authorities say, is that legis¬ 
lators regulated how much a 
rise in AWP can increase rev¬ 
enue, but have done little to 
regulate how much that rev¬ 
enue can drop. 

Kentucky legislators 
implemented a statutory 
floor of $1.78 per gallon for 
the purposes of calculating 
the motor fuels tax, meaning 


that no matter how low it ac¬ 
tually goes, it will never be 
calculated at less than nine 
percent of $1.78 per gallon. 

But they never put any¬ 
thing into place that would 
say how quickly the rate 
could drop to that point. 
They did, however, put regu¬ 
lations in place over how 
quickly revenues could in¬ 
crease. 

“{The} law caps the 
amount it can grow by 10 
percent. So we could take lit¬ 
erally years to get back to the 
level we were just at the end 
of September,” said Chuck 
Wolfe, Executive Director 
for the Ky. Transportation 
Cabinet Office of Public Af¬ 
fairs. 

According to Keith Todd, 
with the Ky. DOT, if the fuel 
prices drop to the statutory 
floor and stay there, fuel tax 
revenue will decrease $56.4 
million for the remainder of 
fiscal year 2015 and $194.2 
million for fiscal year 2016. 

The statutory floor was 
never a major topic of con¬ 
versation when fuel prices 
were high and looked to be 
staying that way, but that’s 
no longer the case. 

“The average wholesale 
price the last few years has 
been so high above the floor 
that some people wondered 
if you’d ever really get to the 
floor,” said Wolfe. ‘We’re get¬ 
ting to the floor in a hurry. 
It’s a precipitous drop, but 
it’s a very gradual climb back

Suspicious fire 
destroys garage; 
arrest expected

A suspicious fire de¬ 
stroyed a garage at a home 
Friday night in Hawesville. 

The fire, at the home of 
Gene Powers at 1738 Tick 
Ridge Road, started in a back 
corner of the structure and 
quickly spread. 

“I was the first one on the 
scene and it was about 10 to 
20 percent involvement on 
the back corner of the ga¬ 
rage,” said Hawesville fire 
chief Matt Husk. “Hawes¬ 
ville got a truck there fairly 
quick and initiated a knock 
down and it was about 50 
percent involved then. 
Lewisport came in behind us 
and then we had water sup¬ 
ply problems, we ran out of 
water because we don’t have 
county fire trucks.” 

Both Lewisport and 
Hawesville fire departments 
each have a truck out of com¬ 
mission. 

Dukes fire department ar¬ 
rived and provided another 
truck with water. 

“We were only without 
water for less than 10 min¬ 
utes,” he said. 

Crews were on scene for 
three or four hours and 
didn’t have any real prob¬ 
lems after that. 

“It was an older garage so 
it was stubborn to get out,” 
he said. 

The cause of the fire is un¬ 
der investigation and Sheriff 
Dale Bozarth said an arrest 
is expected, but he could not 
release the name of the sus¬ 
pect since there had been no 
charges filed yet.

Lewisport considering social media policy

Lewisport is considering 
implementing a social media 
policy for its workers, mayor 
Chad Gregory told the coun¬ 
cil at Thursday’s regularly 
scheduled meeting. 

Gregory told the council 
that with the proliferation of 
social media networks, and 
with city agencies having 
their own Facebook pages, 
some sort of regulation of 
their use was needed. 

“We need a policy in place 
for social media in the city,” 
he said. “I don’t know of any 
company or institution that 
does not have one now. We 
need to make sure that we 
have proper controls.” 

He said the thought of the 
policy was not related to the 


recent posting by former 
Hawesville police chief Buz 
Baskett announcing his fir¬ 
ing on the official police 
Facebook page, which was 
picked up by most local me¬ 
dia outlets. 

‘This is not in any way re¬ 
lated,” he said. “I was actu¬ 
ally discussing this with (city 
planner) Brent (Wigginton) 
back in July. I tabled it be¬ 
cause we had the water line 
extension coming up, we 
had the playground going on 
down there, so we agreed to 
hold it on until January.” 

Lewisport Police Depart¬ 
ment has a page, as well as 
the city’s fire department, 
and there is currently no one 
overseeing who posts what 
and when. 


“We basically need some 
policies set in place on that,” 
Gregory said. 

He contacted the Ken¬ 
tucky League of Cities and 
talked to them, and got a so¬ 
cial media policy from an¬ 
other city to use as a guide¬ 
line. 

“It’s basically the do’s and 
the don’ts with employees 
on social media web sites 
concerning the company 
that they work for, that be¬ 
ing the city of Lewisport,” he 
said. 

The city would need to 
tweak the policy to fit 
Lewisport’s needs, he said, 
so it wasn’t up for a vote yet. 

“It’s in no way ready for a 
first reading,” he said. 

Along with regulating 


what is posted on the city’s 
official social media pages, 
he said he’s going to work 
with United Systems to put 
filters on the city’s comput¬ 
ers. 

“Basically (we’re) just 
getting some filters to kind 
of tighten them down a little 
bit,” he said. “We’ve had 
some viruses in the past. It 
needs to be addressed.” 

Police chief John Garner 
said he had already had to 
address the same basic prob¬ 
lem of social media use. 

‘There were emergency 
services personnel going to 
the scene and posting pic¬ 
tures...” he said. 

He told those workers 
that the pictures from the

Hawesville’s coffee oil 
slick mystery solved

The city of Hawesville’s 
water quality has long been 
the subject of debate and 
speculation, and new mayor 
Charles King said he has 
found an answer to one of 
the most-asked questions he 
hears: what is the deal with 
the oil slick in my coffee? 

King told the city council 
at this month’s meeting that 
he had been recently told 
what was causing it, and it 
was nothing that he ex¬ 
pected. 

“We had a meeting with 
Dell Harris with Rural Water 
Association and one of my 
questions that a lot of people 
had been concerned about 
was the oily film on their cof¬ 
fee and I had seen it in res¬ 
taurants,” said King. 

“I asked him about that 
and he chuckled and said, 
Well, I’ve got the answer,”’ 
he said. 

“I said, ‘Well that really 
tickles me because we’re 
concerned about it.’” 

The answer, he said, was 
that the film actually came 
from the coffee. 

“He said first of all, it’s 
harmless because it’s an ex¬ 
tract of oil from the coffee 
beans,” he said, “and that is 
exaggerated when you have 
hard water and calcium and 
maybe magnesium in higher 
levels in your water system. 
That, with the heat of the 
water, that causes the coffee 
bean to loosen up the coffee 
bean oil.” 

“I guess it’s a little like 
any oil and water, they sepa¬ 
rate,” he said. 

“It’s a mystery though, 
when people see that on 
their coffee and they think it 
might be something they 
wouldn’t want to ingest.” 

Harris told him of other 
cities who’d had that same 
question, starting years ago 


with a system in Big Sandy. 

They investigated and 
had the water tested, only to 
find out that it was the com¬ 
bination of hard water and 
coffee beans, and that it was 
nothing to worry about. 

“He also said this,” King 
said, “that the Bunn coffee 
maker is somewhat hotter, 
makes the water a little hot¬ 
ter, and it will exaggerate 
this a little better than a dif¬ 
ferent coffee maker.” 

‘That’s our story on the 
mystery of the oil in the coffee.” 

King said he’s working on 
the city’s hard water though, 
trying to eliminate the oily 
film even if it’s harmless. 

He and several Hawes¬ 
ville water plant workers re¬ 
cently visited Lewisport’s 
water plant to see what they 
could learn from their sys¬ 
tem, which has repeatedly 
won state and national 
awards for quality. 

“They have got a tower that 
they’ve erected down there to 
feed lime into their water sys¬ 
tem and it’s got an automatic 
feeder on it,” he said. ‘They 
also use C02 to treat their 
water. Consequently they’ve 
got good soft water, but it 
doesn’t come naturally. It’s 
through the process.” 

Hawesville has been told 
in years past that it needs to 
feed lime into its system to 
soften the water, and King 
said he now has a plan. 

“This is what we learned, 
and this is our goal. We are 
searching the web for a sys¬ 
tem that we could buy from 
a city that has gone to a dif¬ 
ferent system for whatever 
reason and a lot of times they 
come on the market and 
they come on the market 
relatively cheap compared to 
what the cost would be if we 
tried to buy a new system,” 
he said.

up hill again.” 

“If the average wholesale 
price shot clear to the moon 
beginning the first of next fis¬ 
cal year, we couldn’t get 
more than a 10 percent in¬ 
crease regardless of how 
much it actually increased,” 
he said. “If it doesn’t get to 
10 percent, you can’t take 10 
percent. You take what it is, 
but you can only take up to 
10 percent.” 

That type of abrupt rev¬ 
enue drop has already had 
an effect on the money that 
Hancock County is receiving 
from the state for its road 
department. 

The county receives 
around $700,000 per year 
from the state, according to 
judge executive Jack McCas- 
lin, and it’s doled out through¬ 
out the year. Sixty percent of 
the money comes around 
July, another 30 percent 
comes near January, and the 
final 10 percent is given at the 
end of the fiscal year. 

“They tell us our 30 per¬ 
cent is going to be five percent 
less than what they estimated 
it to be,” said McCaslin. 

He guessed it would cost 
the county something like 
$15,000. 

It won’t be a big impact at 
first, he said, since it’s from 
their smaller portion, but if 
things continue, their 60 per¬ 
cent payment might take a 
bigger hit and he’s been told 
it’ll take a while to get it back 
where it was. 

“It’s going to take the state 
two or three years to get 
caught back up even if the gas 
goes back up,” he said. 

The legislators had talked 
about regulating how the 
revenues could move, he 
said, but they never acted on 
it, and now the state’s road 
departments are feeling it. 

‘That’s one of the things 
I know that’s going to be on 
the top of the governor’s 
agenda this session is for 
them to do something to quit 
the bleeding,” he said. 

Every two years the 
state’s transportation cabi¬ 
net revisits its six year road 
plan, to fine tune what 
projects are and are not go¬ 


ing to get money allocated to 
them. 

That money is allocated 
based on what the state hopes 
to bring in from fuel revenue, 
and now that the revenue is 
much smaller than antici¬ 
pated, the state is going to 
have to start pushing projects 
farther into the future. 

“Like anybody else’s bud¬ 
get, if your revenues sud¬ 
denly decline then you have 
to make decisions on what to 
do about that and you have 
to make choices and the 
transportation cabinet will 
be no different,” said Wolfe. 

Hawesville’s bridge ap¬ 
proach might seem like it’s 
safe because of it having al¬ 
ready gotten to the point of 
buying up right of ways, but 
Wolfe said that nothing is a 
given if the revenues dry up. 

“The real problem is 
when it comes to construc¬ 
tion and the cabinet might 
continue to acquire right of 
way and then you can hold it 
until the time comes that you 
decide that you can proceed 
with construction,” he said, 
speaking in general terms 
and not specifically about 
Hawesville. 

McCaslin said he knows 
that Hancock County will 
continue to lose revenue like 
other counties until the leg¬ 
islature changes the law, but 
until then he’ll keep talking 
up the county and hope that 
the bridge approach stays on 
the state’s highway plan. 

“We’re going to have to 
make sure that our legislators 
really push hard to keep our 
projects in there,” he said.

The 
wreck 



When I opened my eyes that morning in 1950, I 
was confused and didn’t know where I was. I looked 
around and realized I was in a hospital bed. My face 
hurt, so I reached my hand there and could feel some¬ 
thing like stitches. ‘You ought to see your face,” came 
a voice from the room. I looked over and a young 
man was in a bed across from me. I asked him where 
I was and he said, “You’ve been in a car wreck and 
you’re in the Owensboro Hospital.” 

I tried to think what happened but could only 
vaguely get some flashbacks of standing by the road 
and getting in a car. I could also vaguely remember 
lying on a table with real bright lights in the room 
and could hear men talking as they were doing some¬ 
thing to my face. I remember a man saying, “He sure 
has a lot of grit.” I found out later they were doctors 
and were extracting glass fragments from my face. 

I bought a 1938 Chevrolet from Ohio Motor Com¬ 
pany in Hawesville when I was 15 years old. The car 
cost me $295 and I borrowed the money from my 
grandfather, R.I. Downs, promising to pay him back 
at five dollars a week. 

Here’s what I learned happened that night. I was 
dating my future wife Juanita at the time and we, along 
with her friends Mevaline Swihart, Peggy Reese and 
Patsy Davidson, had gone to Owensboro to see a 
movie. I was driving my ‘38 Chevy and I remember 
going to the Bleach Theatre on Frederica Street. It’s 
not there any more but was located next to the Malco. 


I vaguely remember leaving Owensboro for home 
around 10 p.m. that night but can not remember any¬ 
thing else. Juanita’s friends were riding in the back 
seat and were not injured. They later told me they all 
had fallen asleep. The car ran off the road at Johnson’s 
curve between Lewisport and Hawesville and nosed 
into a creek. The girls told me my face was bloody 
and I got out,waded around the car and helped Juanita 
who had fallen out of the car and was in the creek. 
She was hurt and crying and I helped her up the bank 
to Highway 60. The girls flagged down a car driven 
by Arthur Webb and he took us to Dr. Griffin in 
Hawesville. They said Dr. Griffin came to the door 
and said he was retired and we should go down the 
street to Dr. Henry Lawrence. The doctor looked me 
over and said we should go to the hospital. There was 
no ambulance service in Hancock County in 1950, so 
someone called Juanita’s stepfather, George King, and 
he took Juanita and me to the Owensboro hospital. 

Juanita’s injuries were not serious as she had only 
a light concussion. 

I later found out I had a severe concussion, stitches 
in cuts on my head, nose and above my eye. When I 
later looked at the wrecked car, the steering wheel 
where my head hit was bent all the way to the steer¬ 
ing column. My father always called me “thick head.” 
I guess he had something there. 

Isn’t it strange how we will discard objects to some¬ 
day later wish we still had them. I would give any¬ 
thing if I had saved the steering wheel from that 
wrecked car, and my Bulova wrist watch that had a 
crushed face with the time of the accident frozen 
there. 

What caused the wreck? For many years I thought 
I had fallen asleep, causing the car to go off the road. 
Later talking to my passengers they all said they had 
been asleep when the wreck occurred. Could we have 
been poisoned by carbon monoxide? That car was 12 
years old in 1950; could it have had a leak in the ex¬ 
haust system?

scene were evidence and 
that posting them without 
permission was tampering 
with evidence. 

Gregory said that while 
they hadn’t had any inci¬ 
dents, he wanted to prevent 
anyone from posting any¬ 
thing inappropriate or nega¬ 
tive toward the city. 

“It’s basically to make 
sure that nothing is put on 
there that should not be put 
on there because if it does 
this policy is going to take 
effect and it’ll be dealt with,” 
he said. 

Councilwoman Josephine 
Hagan said it seemed like 
people should just know not 
to post things like that. 

“The best thing is see no 
evil, speak no evil...” she 
said. 

“Josephine, we don’t have 
people like that any more, 
said Gregory. 

“The world’s changed,” 
she said. 

Gregory said that the 
policy might be ready for a 
first reading at the next 
meeting, and that it’s just a 
generally good idea to get it 
done soon. 

“We have good employ¬

Getting around when 
you no longer drive 

Dear Savvy Senior, 

Where can I find out about 
alternative transportation op¬ 
tions for my elderly mother? 
She needs to give up driving, 
but before she does, we need 
to figure out how she 'll get 
around. 

Searching Daughter 

Dear Searching, 

Alternative transporta¬ 
tion services vary widely by 
community, so what’s avail¬ 
able to your mom will de¬ 
pend on where she lives. 
Here’s what you should 
know. 

Transportation 

Options 

For starters it’s important 
to know that while most ur¬ 
ban areas offer seniors a va¬ 
riety of transportation ser¬ 
vices, the options may be few 
to none for those living in the 
suburbs, small towns and 
rural areas. Alternative 
transportation is an essential 
link in helping seniors who 
no longer drive get to their 
doctor’s appointments, 
stores, social activities and 
more. 

Depending on where 
your mom lives, here’s a run¬ 
down of possible solutions 
that can help her get around, 
along with some resources 
to help you locate them. 

Family and friends: 
This is by far the most often 
used and favorite option 


among seniors. So make a 
list of all possible candidates 
your mom can call on, along 
with their availability and 
contact information. 

Local transportation 
programs: These are usu¬ 
ally sponsored by nonprofit 
organizations that serve se¬ 
niors. These services may 
charge a nominal fee or ac¬ 
cept donations and often op¬ 
erate with the help of volun¬ 
teer drivers. 

Also check out the Inde- 
pendentTransportation Net¬ 
work ( itnamerica.org ), which 
is a national nonprofit that 
has 27 affiliate transporta¬ 
tion programs in 23 states. 
With this program, seniors 
pay membership dues and 
fees based on mileage. And, 
most programs will let your 
mom donate her car in re¬ 
turn for credits toward fu¬ 
ture rides. 

Demand response ser¬ 
vices: Often referred to as 
“dial-a-ride” or “elderly and 
disabled transportation ser¬ 
vice,” these are typically gov¬ 
ernment-funded programs 
that provide door-to-door 
transportation services by 
appointment and usually 
charge a small fee or dona¬ 
tion on a per ride basis. 
Many use vans and offer ac¬ 
cessible services for riders 
with special needs. 

Taxi or car service: 
These private services offer 
flexible scheduling but can 


be expensive, however, 
they’re cheaper than owning 
a car. Some taxi/car services 
may be willing to set up ac¬ 
counts that allow other fam¬ 
ily members to pay for ser¬ 
vices and some may offer 
senior discounts. Be sure to 
ask. 

Another option to look 
into is ride-sharing services, 
which connects people with 
cars, with people who need 
rides. Uber (uber.com), Lyft 
(lyft.com) and Sidecar 
(side.cr) are three of the larg¬ 
est companies offering ser¬ 
vices in dozens of cities 
across the U.S. 

Private program ser¬ 
vices: Some hospitals, 
health clinics, senior cen¬ 
ters, adult day centers, 
malls or other businesses 
may offer transportation 
for program participants or 
customers. And some non¬ 
medical home-care agen¬ 
cies that bill themselves as 
providing companionship 
and running errands or do¬ 
ing chores may also pro¬ 
vide transportation. 

Mass transit: Public 
transportation (buses, 
trains, subways, etc.) where 
available, can also be an af¬ 
fordable option and may of¬ 
fer senior reduced rates. 

Hire someone: If your 
mom lives in an area where 
there are limited or no trans¬ 
portation services available, 
another option to consider is 
to pay someone in the com¬ 
munity to drive her. Con¬ 
sider hiring a neighbor, re¬ 
tiree, high school or college 
student that has a flexible 
schedule and wouldn’t mind 
making a few extra bucks. 

Where to Look 

To find out what transpor¬ 
tation services are available 
in your mom’s community, 
contact the Rides in Sight 
national toll-free call center 
at 855-607-4337 (or see 
ridesinsight.org) , and the 
Eldercare Locator (800-677- 
1116), which will direct you 
to her area agency on aging 
for assistance. 

Also contact local senior 
centers, places of worship 
and retirement communities 
for other possible options. 
And check with her state de¬ 
partment of transportation at 
w w w. fhw a . dot. gov/ 
webstate.htm, and the Ameri¬ 
can Public Transportation 
Association at 

publictransportation.org.

What are you passionate 
about? If I spent some time 
in your home, or we en¬ 
joyed a two-hour lunch to¬ 
gether, would I discover 
your passion? People are 
passionate about all kinds 
of things. I am convinced 
that there is a sense of pas¬ 
sion waiting to be ignited in 
every human heart. 

What does passion look 
like? While the answer to 
that question varies from 
personality to personality, 


“When I was a child, I 
spake as a child, I felt as a 
child, I thought as a child: 
now that I am become a 
man, I have put away child¬ 
ish things” (1 Corinthians 
13:11). 

This verse speaks of 
what should be the normal 
transition from childhood to 
adulthood. However, there 
are some traits common to 
children, that should be re¬ 
tained. 

1) Humility. A dispute 
arose among the Lord’s dis¬ 
ciples. They asked: “Who 
then is greatest in the king¬ 
dom of heaven?” (Matthew 
18:1). Jesus called a little 
child and set him in their 
midst. Part of Jesus’ answer 
was this: ‘Whosoever there¬ 
fore shall humble himself as 
this little child, the same is 
the greatest in the kingdom 
of heaven” (Matthew 18:4). 

Little children know 
their weakness and inabili¬ 
ties. They can be overpow¬ 
ered. They know they don’t 
know everything. Children 
admit all this. Sadly, many 
grown-ups forget that in the 
sight of God, they too are 
limited. Many adults be¬ 
come smug, arrogant, 
know-it-alls! We ought to 
maintain the childlike qual¬ 
ity of humility. 

2) Forgiveness. Surely 
you have witnessed chil- 


the one thread that ties to¬ 
gether all passionate 
people, is that they are con¬ 
sumed by their goal. Take 
two biblical examples: 
Jesus and Paul—two differ¬ 
ent passions, two different 
styles. 

Jesus’ passion seems to 
have been to do the will of 
the Father in heaven. Do 
you remember the story of 
the Lord getting left in the 
Jerusalem temple when He 
was just twelve? Eachpar- 


dren fighting one minute 
then playing happily to¬ 
gether the next! Children 
are often quick to forgive. 

Sadly, as we grow up, we 
often develop an ability to 
hold a grudge. In fact, some 
people can hold on to a 
grudge even after they have 
forgotten the cause of the 
problem. Bitterness har¬ 
bored in the heart is poison 
to the vessel in which it is 
contained. 

Christians are called 
upon to be “forgiving each 
other, if any man have a 
complaint against any; even 
as the Lord forgave you, so 
also do ye” (Colossians 
3:13). “But if ye forgive not 
men their trespasses, nei¬ 
ther will your Father forgive 
your trespasses” said Jesus 
(Matthew 6:15). 

3) Sympathy. Have you 
ever watched the reaction of 
a little child when they see 
someone crying? A sad look 
comes over their tender face, 
and they may reach up to 
wipe the tears. “Rejoice with 
them that rejoice; weep with 
them that weep” (Romans 
12:15). Don’t allow the evil 
things in life to harden your 
heart and drive out childlike 
sympathy. 

In these three ways let us 
remain childlike.

Free tax preparation for working 
low to moderate income families 


Hancock County’s work¬ 
ing low to moderate income 
families can file their 2014 
tax returns at no charge at 
the Hancock County Career 
Center at 1605 West High¬ 
way 60 East. 

The center’s tax prepara¬ 
tion site will be open from 2 
p.m. to 7 p.m. on Tuesdays 
beginningTuesday, January 
27 to April 14 to provide this 
free service for working low 
to moderate income families. 
Incomes $30,000 or less for 
individuals and $53,000 or 
less for families qualify for 
this service. 

The center’s IRS trained 
and certified volunteer in¬ 
come tax preparers have 
filed over 700 tax returns in 
the past six years for Han¬ 
cock County families. This 
service can save families 
from $100 to $200 in tax 
preparation and filing fees, 
and they can then use those 
dollars to pay household ex¬ 
penses which they are often 
struggling to meet. She said 
IRS research indicates as 
many as 15 to 20% of families 
fail to receive the refundable 
Earned Income Credit be¬ 
cause they do not file a tax 
return. The average EIC re¬ 
fund is nearly $2,000.

Police spokesman Paul 
Ray in Hopkinsville said 
Trayton Joiner was 
pronounced dead Monday 
morning shortly after 
arriving at a local hospital. 

The CSX train’s 
engineer contacted police. 
Ray said when officers 
arrived, they had to go 
door to door to find the 
child’s home. Ray said the 
boy’s mother was located 
and taken to the hospital 
where her son was being 
treated. 

Ray said police are still 
trying to determine why 
the child was by himself 
and don’t know if the boy 
may have been following 
the dog. 

Ray said the dog was 
hurt and is being treated by 
an animal clinic.
